CHAPTER 4:2. 

APPROPRIATION FOR STATE LIDRABY. 

AN ACT appropriating money tor the 8tate Library. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted 1Jy the GtIMI'fil AlJ8emlJly 
Qf the &au of Iowa, That the sum of three thousand ts,OOO.OO 
dollars be and the same is hereby aJ;>propriated out of 
the State Treasury for the purpose of lDcreasing the law 
part of the State library. Said sum shall be expended 
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LAWS 011' IOWA. 

Judges to ex. under the snpervision ot' the Judges of the Supren:e 
pend. Court. 

SEO. 2. Afld be it further enacted, That the said 
Account to Judges shall render an account of said expenditure to 
Auditor. the Auditor of State, within thirty days atter making 

the same, givinK a complete list of the books purchased, 
the amount palo for each, and the"expenses attending 
the same; and he shall have and is hereby given full 

Auditing. power to audit and allow all such necessary expenses.

CHAPTER 43. 

REVENUE. 

AN ACT to provide fer the payment of Taxes and the IntereSt 
and Principal or the Sc11001 Jl'und in Treasury Notes, issued as 
Legal Tenaer by the authority of the Government of the United 
States, Notes of National :&uta, and Notes of the State Bank 
of Iowa. 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted lJy the Gmeral A88embly :u b~~d: Qf the State of 1()'1J)a, That the County Treasurers of 
n::'receiv'd the several counties in this State be, and they are, 
by Co. Treaa- hereby authorized and required to receive in payment 
urer. of all taxes by them collected, together with the inter-

est and principal of the School Fund, Treasury Notes 
now issued or that may be hereafter issued as 1.egal 
tender by authority of the Government of the United , 
States, and the notes now or that may be hereafter 
issued by the banks organized or that may hereafter be 
organized under and in accordance with the conditions 
of the Act of the Oon~ss of the United States, enti-
tled "an Act to l?roVlde a National Ourrency secured 
by a pledge of UUlted States Stocks, and to provide for 
tlie redemption thereof," approved February 25thl 1863, 
and the notes now issued or to be hereafter issued 1>y the 
several branches of the State Bank of Iowa; p1'O'IJided, 
that the Treasurers aforesaid shall not receive the 
notes of the said branches of the State Bank, or any of' 
them at any time after anyone of said branches shall 
fail to redeem its issues. 

Treasurer to SEO. 2. The Treasurers of the several counties shall 
keep account. each keep an account showing the amount of taxes re­

ceived by him in specie, and the amount received ill 
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
